Sleeping Sickness. 

Lord Strathrona. In his capacity as 
President of the Royal Institute of 
Public Health, presided at a dinner 
-gLveiLihis week. Jdy_that„body- Jn.coi»- 
nectlon with.the International Congress 
on sleeping sickness. This congress has 
been sitting In London this week, en¬ 
gaged in deliberations as to the best 
method of checking the ravages of 
sleeping sickness. Lord Strathcona 
made an earnest speech, in the course 
of which he referred to the' terrible 
disease, for which,' unfortunately, as 
yet no specific has been discovered. He 
trusted that the congress would J>o the 
means of obtaining some Inofrihatlon 
as to successfully fighting the scourge, 
which had devastated some districts In 
Africa, to an alarming extent. His 
lordship's remarks were received with 
enthusiasm by the delegates and mem¬ 
bers present at the dinner.
